Subject matter having details of a process or 
apparatus for allocating a communication channel to a user or subscriber for 
transmission of information. Subject matter wherein spread spectrum codes are 
allocated to allow multiple signals occupying the same channel bandwidth to be 
transmitted simultaneously without interfering with one another, classified in 
class 370, subclass 335. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown 
to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II which has separate utility such as 
having details for a process or apparatus for allocating a communication channel to a user 
or subscriber for transmission of information, which does not include the particular 
listed of the invention I, such as details of methods or apparatus for a combining or 
distributing information via code word channels using multiple access techniques. See
